“The new explosive was invented 
two years ago by M. Turpin, the ‘par- 
ent’ inventor of melinite and lyddite, 
the most terrific and most widely 
death dealing high powered explosive 
known. So lethal in its effect is the 
new shell on explosion, that should its 
use become widespread, whole armies, 
indeed entire nations would be com- 
pletely exterminated in the course of 
a few weeks, For this reason its use 
is piobably prohibited by articles of 
war, by the international Hague con- 
vention, though M. Turpin boldly 
claims this 1s not the case.” 

After telling of M. Turpin’s dislike 
of the French war office methods and 
his grievance after the government's 
acceptance of melinite and lyddite, 
the informant of the Express tells 
how Turpin set to work upon a new 
explorive, which he endeavored to per. 
fect so that as compared to it melinine 
and lyddite would be perfectly useless. 
He workew. for years, had a gun mado, 
the parts being constructed at differ- 
ent points and then assembled and 
directed the making of the shells. 

“The merest chance enabled me to 
witness one of the early trials of the 
hew explosive,” the writer continues. 
“On a stretch of sand 500 yards from 
high water, a temporary sheepfold 
had been erected about 400 yards 
square and railed off with wooden 
hurdles.

“It thus follows that Gen. Joffre, 
like Gen. French, recognized that 
the German advance against Paris 
had failed by the end of August, 
but that Gen. Joffre foresaw, what 
Gen. French did not, that von Kluck, 
shut off from Paris, would swerve to 
the east, and so expose his flank to 
the new french army. It was a bold 
move to anticipate on the part of the 
enemy. Why should von Kluck sheer 
to the southeast, and march with his 
right flank across the enemy's front? 
Here the probable answer is that 
von Kluck knew, what Gen. Joffre 
knew, that on the left of the Ger- 
man line things were not going well; 
that the Crown Prince was being 
forced back, or, at least, held in 
check; and that it was worth while 
taking the risk of a flank attack from 
the French on the chance of breaking

A French officer who is in hospital 
in Paris, gives a graphic account of 
the fight in which he fell. 

“At nine o'clock ia the evening,” he 
says, “I received the order to ad- 
vance, to entrench myself as well as 
I could, and resist to the cnd, My 
company took up its position in a 
pouring rain, and about half-past two 
in the morning three shots fired by 
our sentries _ warned us of the ap- 
proach of the enemp. 

“The Germans, who had been tak- 
ing cover in a wood, crept to withia 
200 yards of us, when they ofrmed up 
and charged. I commenced yolley fir- 
ing, and whole ranks of the Germans 
fell, but they continued to advance, 
Our well-directed fire arrested theis 
advance when they were thirty yards 
from our trenches. 

“During the night a bugle sourded 
‘Cease fire!’ but if was a German 
bugle. [I was not deceived, and I 
8! outed with all my power so as to be 
heard by the enemy, ‘Fire indepena- 
ently.’ The Germans fled. 

“A few minutes later a German cf- 
ficer appe.red carrying a white flag, 
I advancec from the trench, accom- 
panied by four men. ‘We are sixty,’ 
said the envoy, ‘and we wish to sur- 
render.’ 1 replied ‘Advance in order,’ 

“Four men wounded in the legs 
staggered forward, and my men, be- 
lieving the fight finished, showe.s 
themselves above the trenches, A 
Maxim hidden in the wood immedi- 
ately opened fire on us with a hail of 
bullets, while a fresh attack was com- 
menced, 

“I gave the order to recommence 
volleying, and for the time the Prus- 
sians decamped, They left many dead 
and wounded, and the following day 
we found that six men, armed with 
rifles, who had fallen in the front 
ranks of the enemy, wore the Red 
Cross on their arms.”

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Asters in Long Loops 


HE shops devoted to needlecraft 

are displaying an attractive as- 
sortment of articles which re- 
quire a very short time to make, 

You need not be an experienced needle- 
woman to duplicate these charming pin- 
cushions, bags and scarfs, for they are 
made with simple stitches, and the work 
is rapidly done. This is the class of 
needlework that the busy woman will 
appreciate, for she can pick it up at 
odd minutes and accomplish a great deal. 

This work requires no padding, there- 
fore much time is saved. The solid 
embroidery stitch is ignored tn the lazy 
work, and only the simplest ones, like 
outlining, lazy-daisy, thousand flower, 
cross, French knots, seed, darning and 
tapestry stitch are used. The mosaic 
work done with filet net and filet silk 
braid and the ribbon work are also in- 
cluded in the lazy stitchery. 

The lazy-daisy is, perhaps, the sim- 
plest of all these stitches, and it is sur- 
prising to note ‘the large number of 
lovely art designs made with this stitch. 
There are asters in all the beautiful 
shades of purple, red and pink, and 
daisies, dandelions, clover and other 
feathery flowers that require but slender 
stitches to fill the petals. 

To show the artistic beauty of the 
lazy-daisy stitch, the cushion top with 
an aster design on a background of ecru 
linen is given. It is one of the fashion- 
able oblong cushions, and the sprays of 
asters are arranged in attractive care- 
fessness, The stems are embroidered 
fn stem etitch, but they can be outlined 
ff desired. The leaves will require less 
Aime if done with the long-and-short 
stitch in two or three tones of green. A 
gingle stitch is required for each petal, 
and this is made by drawing the needle 
4hrough the linen and catching the end 
jof the loop with a small stitch, as in 
couching. The asters should be shaded, 
some dark and others light. The cen- 
ters are of French knots made of yel- 
low. Purchase mercerized cotton of @ 
medium weight to embroider a design 
of this type. 

The circular foot cushion has returned 
jto its own, and the home of luxuries 
‘will boast of several to place beneath 
@ainty slippered feet. These are very 
elaborate, and every woman will love 
the beautiful ornamental cushions, 
yeminiscent of the court of Louls XVI, 
Yor all the beauties had their foot cush- 
fons during this picturesque period. The 
design pictured here has a foundation 
of rose Du Barry silk fitted over a cir- 
cular cushion filled with down, These 
are purchasable in the needlework de- 
partments of any large shop. Arabian 
Jace of a deep ecru color is fitted 
smoothly over the top and the bottom

Purchase a circular medallion of em- 
broidery and baste it to a piece of 
paper. On this form a design with nar- 
row lace insertion, basting it in pos!- 
tion and then stitching it permanent- 
ly by hand. A gathered frill of lace 
ornaments the edge of the top. A wreath 
of silk roses and foliage contributes 
a pretty touch of color to the cushion. 
These flowers can be purchased by the 
yard in the needlework department or 
they can be made from silk or satin. A 
pincushion of this variety would be 
an acceptable gift for a birthday or hol- 
iday. 

Cross-stitch embroidery is quite the 
easiest of the popular varieties. It is 
used to advantage in making guest 
towels, bureau scarfs, bedspreads, cur- 
tains and other articles for the adorn- 
ment of the home. The scarf end shows 
an attractive arrangement of cross- 
stitch embroidery. Cream-colored scrim 


ton a vast collection of hideous images 
and vases upon which houses, trees, 
bridges and mandarins were depicted in 
outrageous defiance of all the laws of 
perspective, The fashion—a frivolous 
and inelegant fashion, it must be owned

green. If yOu desire to have the de- 
sign exact, purchase coarse scrim which 
comes for the purpose. Through this 
work the design, cutting and pulling 
out the threads afterward. Trim the 
ends of the scarf with cluny lace, or if 
you crochet well, finish the ends with 
a crocheted lace. 

Daisies made with the lazy stitch 
are attractive and are just the work 
for busy hours, for they can be made 
with almost magic rapidity, As stat- 
ed before, the lazy-daisy stitch consists 
of a single thread drawn through at 
the base of the petal and caught at 
the top with a short stitch as in couch- 
ing. The oblong pillow shows an at- 
tractive arrangement of the daisies in 
each corner and on the sides. The pet- 
als of the daisies are embroidered with 
pale pink, and the centers are of yel- 
low. French knots. The leaves and 
stems are outlined with a medium shade 
of green. Mercerized cotton of a me- 
dium weight is used to embrolder this 
design. The ruffle finishing the edge of 
the pillow is formed of a frill of pink 
ribbon covered with another of coarse 
ecru lace. 

The artistic bag for soiled handker- 
chiefs is, of course, linen crash, with 
the Japanese scene embroidered in 
china blue. The mountain Fujiyama 1s 
outlined with cotton of a paler tone, 
and the trees, pagoda, fence and road 
are shaded from light blue to a dark 
china, almost delft tone, The simple 
Outlining stitch is used entirely for 
this scene.

Anyone who has fired a weapon at 
a distant object knows that its’ dis- 
tance is an important element in tak- 
ing aim. The shot does not move in 
& straight line, but in a curve, and 
the farther away the target is the 
more the weapon must be elevated 
when it is fred.
